Possibly for the reason that the 
Democratic party is rather shy of 
issues, Ex-President Cleveland has 
taken up the cudgel in defense of 
the bond issues which were saddled 
upon the government during his last 
administration (last in more senses 
than one,) increasing the bonded in- 
debtedness of the nation, not count- 
ing the interest charges on the bonds, 
by $260,000,000, or a total increase, in- 
cluding interest, of between 
000,000 and $400,000,000. The Sat- 
urday Evening Post of New York, in 
its last week's issue, published an 
article by Mr. Cleveland, in which the 
ex-President gives a detailed account 
of the bond issues made during his 
second administration in order to 
protect the gold reserve from deple- 
tion. In bis attempted defense of 
the methods which he found it nec- 
essary to pursue, Mr. Cleveland
